The first post office of East Chelma- 


ford, (now Lowell) was established in 
1324,

the weavers affected ought to make up 
their minds to put an end to It at once. 
One firm actually gives the spinners, 
cttrdroum • hands tuul 
warehousemen, 


thoir brushes gratis, but 
makes the

The first post office of East Chelms- 


ford, (now Lowell) was establlBhed in 
1324, and waa situated on T'ilden street 
on the present site of Albert "Wheel- 
er's store. The original 
board 
and 


equipment for mailing letters Is sttnj 
In plice and 
Is 
preserved 
by Mr. J 


Wheeler as a historic curiosity. The 
first postmaster was Jonathan C. Mor- 
rill, and tbe number of lnh.abltar.ts In 
the village at that tlmo was somewhat 
over a thousand. 


The poat office -was changed around 


to different parts of the city until in 
1556. when It was removed to what is 
now known as the HUJreth butldlnev 
The poat office remained ther for twen- 
ty-nine y«ara, and on April 1, 1895, 
the 


office voa moved from the 
old and 


crowded rooms In the Hlldreth build- 
ing1, where It 13 now firmly settled Jn 
large and comfortable quarters. 


Mr. Albert G. Thompson, the present 


postmaster. Is the 
fourteenth 
post- 


master of Lowell- Much of the present 
success of the office la due to the pres- 
ent poslmaeter, having secured four 
additoral carriers quite recently.

A goo<J many of tho people do not 


imagine the number of hands a letter

tination. A short time after • a letter 
Is placed In a box It U collected by 
a carrier and brought to 
the office. 


Upon Its arrival «,t the poet office. It 
Is run through a cancelling machine,
